Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  health  and  health  services  of  the  District  for  the 
year  1965* 

The  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  mid-year  1965 
was  27?710  compared  with  the  actual  Census  figure  for  1961  -  i.e.  26,957* 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  compared  with  1964  but  the 
rate  is  still  reasonable  when  set  against  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  Maternal  Death  during  the  year. 

The  general  good  health  of  the  district  has  been  maintained.  There 
have  been  increased  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  largely  due  to 
a  seasonal  upsurge  of  Measles,  which  rose  to  343  as  compared  with  214  in 
1964.  However,  this  is  not  abnormal  and  is  in  accordance  with  the 
accepted  cycle  for  this  disease. 

There  were  five  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  District  as  against 
two  in  1964*  This  stresses  the  fact  that  efforts  must  not  be  relaxed  and 
the  necessary  precautions  must  still  be  pursued. 

The  various  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Tables  in  the  body  of  the 
Report  show  that  the  Preventive  Medicine  campaign  continues  to  hold  its 
own  in  West  Bridgford,  and  full  advantage  is  being  taken  by  the  general 
public  of  the  services  offered. 

An  Exfoliative  Cytology  Clinic  was  opened  in  the  District  by  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  March,  1965  and  has  been  well  attended  by 
women  of  all  ages.  Seven  positive  cases  were  discovered  during  the  year, 
one  in  the  under  25  group,  four  in  the  35“45  age  group  and  two  in  the  45 — 55 
group. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  help  and  guidance  offered  to  this  Department,  and 
I  have  pleasure  in  paying  tribute  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  whole  of  the 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department.

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Home  Help  Service 

The  Local  Authority  provide  a  Home  Help  Service  and  assistance 
can  he  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  The  service  covers  the  following  types  of  casess

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  (when  requested  by  a  Medical 

Practitioner) 

(3)  The  aged  and  infirm 

No  nursing  assistance  can  be  given  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the 
service,  which  caters  for  housework  and  the  preparation  of  simple  meals, 
etc.  The  cost  of  a  Home  Help  for  a  full  week  may  be  considerable,  but 

this  is  examined  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and,  in  necessitous  cases, 
either  part  or  the  whole  cost  may  be  remitted. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  community  and  leads  to 
considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds,  accommodation  for  old  persons,  etc., 
also  constituting  a  considerable  financial  saving  to  the  country. 

There  is  scope  for  the  continued  growth  of  this  service,  which 
unfortunately  is  handicapped  through  lack  of  workers,  the  demand  exceeding 
the  supply  at  all  times.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Nottingham 
Corporation  Water  Department,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  which  obtain 
their  supplies  from  a  shallow  well.

AIR  .POLLUTION 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  setting  up  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
Discussions  with  regard  to  the  supply  and  cost  of  smokeless  fuels  are 
continuing  with  the  Government  Departments  concerned. 

Measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
are  still  taken  by  the  Volumetric  method  at  the  Health  Department  office. 

The  Table  below  gives  the  monthly  average  for  three  years.  All  measurements 
are  expressed  as  micrograms  per  cubic  metre. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  steady  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
atmospheric  pollution  over  the  three  years. 

The  sharp  increase  in  pollution  during  the  winter  months  is  evidence  of 
the  effect  of  domestic  fires  upon  the  atmosphere.
